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NEW YORK. July 3— No news of 
liny kind has yet been received

;{rd for this city, cari-j'iug 150 souls, 31(1 
of ■whom were passengers and 40 com- 
prising tlie crew. Apprehension for the

.sliijiping circles to<lay. Itolatives and 
friends aboard the belated steamship for 
days have been making inquiries of ail 
the agents of tae ship, but no informa- 
tion concerning tlie vessel lias been giv- 
en them. Hope lias not l)een abandoned 
by the steamer's agent, vvho explains 
that slip lil;el,v lias become disabled by 
a breakdown of her maciiiiiery or by tl:(! 
loss of lier prop(dler. 

It was June II that the steamer left 
the Azores and she slionlil have (onie in- 
to jKUt hen.' in nine days witli good vvca- 
tlier. 

Twenty-one Days Have Passed 
anil vessels arriving from .Mediterranean 
jiorts have not siglited ilie America. Tlio 
(rermania of the same line, sailing from 
Marseilles and Palernio over the same 
Irnck rejiorted upon her arrival here last 
h'riday tliat she had seen notliing of tin' 
lAmorica. Today the .Madonna, also of 
the same line came into port frorn tho 
Mediterranean, but notliing of the Am- 
erica was seen on the trip. 

The anxiety as to tlie fate of the 
steamship was incrensed today wlieu it 
was learned from the Hy<lograpliical 
bureau that a derelict for some time had 
been directly in tlic path •which the Am- 
erica would take after leaving tlie 
Azores.

On the Kivers Inlet Hiere are three 
new canneries: the Boaver, the Kildale 
and tho Stratheona. No fish WDre run- 
ning at tliat inlet when he left a few 
days ago. 

.Vt Alert r.ay the salmon were pienti- 
fiil, an<l some' six liiiiidrcd cases were 
put up, this, wds good for a .sraal! cau- 
iierv :it this time of Hie season. At the 
Skeetia some four more caiiiierics we,'e 
operating Hiis year in excess of •what 
was obtained last season. The extra four 
are the Cunningham, Nort.h rncifie. 
Carlisle <ind the Dominion. The latter 
is 11 new eannery on tlu; "Slough" aiid 
was put up by the M<ilcohn Qanning CO,. 

One extra cannery is operated on tho 
.Vans, tho Naas Hailmur cnnnery. 

On the Skeena and the Naas consid- 
eriilde quantities of spring salmon were 
being put up in the mild curing style. 
This method is meeting with mncli fav- 
or in Eastern Canada, the Slates nnd m 
Europe; the demand being much in ex- 
cess of the supply. At Claxton, on tlie 
iSkecna, Mr. Walloce has a f-nilendidly 
etiiiipped refrigerator plant in which 
immense riuniilities of sulnion nnd liali- 
bui are kept in the pink of coiiditiou 
for Hie niarkels.

the Chilly Waters of 
Yukon River. 



DawTSOii, .Tiily — Inridental to the 
drowning of Corporal .VIpx. lladdopl;, 
of the Koyul Nort Invest mounted police 
of the Yukon branch of the service, 
iConstable A. D. Allan, who was with 
liim iu the cniioc, performed a deed of 
heroism seldom equaled in daring, self 
risk und endurance. 

AJlan and Corporal Haddoclc were 
' coming dowB the stream when the 
canoe overtunind in the Yukon river 
near Ogilvio, and the men were thrown 
into the ewift current. Haddock did not 
know how to swiin. Allan is a igood 
swimmer and Initnedintelj' swam to 
rescue his comrade. 

'Weighted down with the i>oIice nni- 
formi the heavy Strathcona laced honis, 
iea<;hing to the Jcnee, and the Ujiig 
"slicker' or rain coat, Allan ipiirloss- 
ly stayed beside his helpless companiou. 
■Three times he dcagged Haddock from 
the chilling ivnters and shoved him on 
top of the canoe. 3.Miree times did 
Haddock find himself unable to remain 
on the slippery bottom of the canoe. 
IQacb time he sank he went heneath the 
^anoe and came up on the opposite 
aide. Bach tlm» Allan further risked 
■his life by swimmiftK to Haddock's side. 
Without means of tieing him on the 
canoe, Allan as a last resort, told Had- 
dock to seize the end of the slicker and 
be towed to shore. Haddock made one 
wild, frantic grasp, but missed the coat, 
and sank. 

Partially overcome himself by the 
ohill of the waters, Allan finally started 
to swim for shore. Of his own desper- 
ate istruggh' for life he knows little, 
lie can dimly recall that he made shore 
and fell exhausted on tlio river bank. 
How long ho lay tbero he docs not 
know. 

When he revivMi Allan started over 
the hills for Ov.*'.vie. He got some 
iiourislimeflt ht ft aabin, and aoon after- 
-wnrds the steamer Wliitoliorae, from 
Daw6on, saw him and took him aboard.
